Liberties.) Yet their Counſels and practiſes are ſtill fo prevalent 


- with His Majeſtic, and the-hearts of many people ſo milled, and 


beguiled by their falſe pretences and inſinuations , that nothing 


-- canbe expeRed, but ruine and deſslation, unleſke God in mercy. 


prevent it,. and incline His Majeſties heart tothe faichfull advice 
of His great Councell of Parliament; which hath ever becn,and 
is {under God): the chiefe ſupport 'of His Royall Dignity, and 
the ſecurity of all that we have,or can.enjoy.

Taxe or Afleflement upon His Majeſties <ubjeQs, for or to- 
wards the maintenance of any forces againſt the Parliament; 
or have, or ſhall uſe any ferce, or power to levy the ſame , ſhall 
be forthwith ſcized and ſequettred into the hands of the Seque- 
{trators, and Commitrees hereafter, in this Ordinance named ; 
and of ſuch other perfons, as ſhall at any-other time hereafter. 
be appointed and nominated-by- both Houſes of Parliamcnt, for 
any Countie,  Citte , or place within the Realmof England, or 
Dominion of Feles : Which ſaid Sequeſtrators and Commit- 
tees, or any two or more of them in each ſeverall countie, citie, 
or place reſpeively, are hereby authorized, and required, by 
themſelves, their Agents and Depntics, to take and ſeize into:

ordained,that the Committee of Lords and Commons 
for ſequeftrations ſhall receive no information apainſt 
the particular Cc mmittee of any County, City, or 
place for ſequeſtrations in any cauſe of this kinde, till 
the matter hath firft beene certified under the hands of 
two or. more of the ſaid. reſpe&ive Committees by 
whoſe Agents and Miniſters the goods or eſtate of 
the -Delinquent wete ſeized: Or in caſe the ſaid 
Committees refuſe to. cercifie the ſpecial! matter, or 
that otherwiſe Certificate cannot bee had. And 
bee it ordained, that honeſt, able, and ſufficient 
ColleRors bee appointed in every- County, City, - 
and place for-this ſervice , and their negle&s or de- 
_ faults be certified to the Houſes, or to the, Committee 
of Lords and Commons for Sequeſtrations. 

And rthat all andeyery perſon and perſons, who ſhall 
be employed in this, ſervice, or ſhall docany thing 
in purſuance of rhis or the ſaid former 1 ok 
for Sequeſtrations, ſhall therein have the proteftion 
of both Houſes of Parliament for their Imdempni- 
ty, and bee held and eſteemed as perſons doing an 
acceptable ſervice to the Common-wealth: 

And it is further ordained, that every ColleQor 
within every County, City and place reſpeQively,v;bo 
ſhall receive any moneys in kinde, or-make ſale of 
any goods, ſhall deliverthe moneys fo received or þ

| ſed by ſales,to the Commitree for ſequeſtrations withe 
in-the ſaid County, City, or place, where ſuch moneys 
ſhall be rece:ved, or to.ſuch Lreaſurcr as they ſhall ap- 
point, or other perſon authorizzd to receive the ſame 
within ſeven dayes next after the ſaid-CollcAors re- 
ceit thereof, upon paine of forfirure of twelfe pence 
for every twenty ſhillings, received or levied by ſale as 
aforeſaid, and remaining in his or their hands, which 
Committee or Treaſurer, ſhall take order for the 
ſaſe ſending of all, and every ſumme ſo received to 
the Treaſurer at Guild-Hall in Loxdoz appointed for 
this purpoſe, Monthly,or more often, as they. ſhall bee 
thereunto required by the ſaid Treaſurors at Guild- 
Hall,or by the ſaid Committee of Lordsand Commons 
for Sequeſtrations, or by the Committee of Lords and 
Commons for advance of. moneys ; and that the ſeve- 
rall Committees, Colle&ors,and Treaſurers reſpeRive- 
ly, ſhall have power to give acquitrances and: diſ- 
charges for the ſeverall ſums by them received, which 
ſhall bee ſufficient diſcharges to the parties concerned 
in that behalfe. - Cc | 

| Andit is further ordained and declared, That Maſter 
Hobſon, Maſter Bernardifion, Maſter Hill, and Maſter 
Samuel Avery, Citizens of London, ſhall bee and are 
hereby appointed, and authorized to be Treaſurers at 
Guild-Hall London, to receive all moneys raiſed and 
to be raiſed upon, or by vertue of rhis., or the ſaid 
former Ordinance for Sequeſtrations, and ſhall make

place, who ſhall tranſmit the ſameto the Committee 
of Lords and Commons for advance of money ſubſcri- 
bed by rhe ſaid Sollicitor,and Colle&orand two ofthe 
{aid particular Committee ofthe place fromwhence it 
is tranfmitred , all which accounts and duplicats ſhall 
be made andſent vp to London in fuch manner and ſo 


often 
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often as the ſaid Committee of Lords and Commons 
for advance of money, ſhall from time to time order 
and appeint : Provided always, and be it ordained, that 
it ſhall be lawfull for the reſpetive Committes for ſe- 
queſtrations, or any two or more of them to accept of 
ready mony for the goods of the ſaid Delinquents or 
Papiſts, or any of them which ſhall orare to be ſeized 
according to the value thereof, in leiw and fatis- 
faQion of the faid goods,and thereupon the ſeizure and 
ſequeſtration, as to the ſame, to be diſcharged. 

And bee it ordained that if any perſon fhall wit- 
tivgly or willingly: conceale and harbour any of the 
goods of any Delinquents within this or the ſaid 
former Ordinance (he knowing ſuch perſon to be a De- 
linquent) that then ſuch perſons ſhall forfeit treble 
the value thereof, to be levied upon his or theirgoods 
and eſtates,by the ſaidreſpe&ive Committee or Seque- 
Rrators, or any two or more of them, or their agents, 
tothe nſcs appointed by the ſaid Ordinances for De- 
linqueats Eſtates. ;
